Bradford House Blaze $1,000 Damag 


Two small children building a fire 
with matches, allegedly was the 
cause of a $1,000 conflagration on 
the roof of the heritage Bradford 
House Saturday afternoon. 

Trouble. at the home, located on 
Palm Circle between Kraemer 
Boulevard and Bradford Avenue, 
brought out fire equipment from 
three cities as well as the aerial 
ladder, police and Paramedics. 

Two youngsters found at the 
scene apparently were building fires 
with paper in the clean out 
compartment of one of the home’s 
chimneys. The area was in the back 
of the house and not visible from the 
street. The burning paper 
apparently was sucked up the 
chimney onto the roof, fire 
investigators surmised. 

Firemen were on the scene 
quickly and had brought the 
smoldering blaze under control in a 


brief time. The home's redwood 
shingles burned slowly, firemen 
related. 

Orange County Foresters 


Batallion Chief J.R. Taylor said that 
firemen had laid salvage covers 
inside the home so that there was no 
damage. After the burned shingles 
were cleared off the roof, a plastic 
cover was laid outside by firemen to 
protect the interior of the house from 
the elements.

Flags Get 
Pedestrians 
Across Street 


A Pedestrian Flag Program in 
effect a year in Laguna Beach, 


could offer some hope for 
Placentia’s crosswalk problems. 

The project, originated at the 
suggestion of a local artist, who 
had seen the idea used in Japan, 
employs colorful pedestrian hand 
flags to get people on foot safely 
across busy thoroughfares. In 
Laguna Beach's case it is traffic 
jammed Pacific Coast Highway. 

‘‘And at certain times of the 
year that means __ literally 
thousands and thousands of 
people who are unfamiliar with 
the area,’’ Laguna Beach Chief of 
Police Jon Sparks added. 

Chief Sparks said that the 
program called Sav-A-Life has 
been highly successful in his city. 
The idea was prompted when two 
persons lost their lives attempt- . 
ing to cross the busy coast 
thoroughfare. 

In Laguna Beach, the program 
is sponsored principally by Girl 
Scout troops who have taken on 
the job of supplying the colorful 
triangular shaped cloth flags for 
pedestrians to use crossing in 
danger areas. The flags are held 
in flag boxes on both sides of the 
street at the crossing points. 

Pedestrians are admonished to 
take a flag before crossing the 
street. ‘‘That not only alerts 
oncoming motorists and makes 
the pedestrian more visible, but it 
makes the person on foot more 
aware of his need for caution:"’ 
Chief Sparks pointed out. ‘‘So it

Bradford House Historic, 
Should Be Saved: Lassen 


The Bradford House is historically 
significant and should be preserved, 
Orange County architect Eric Lassen 
told a public meeting last week, 
sponsored by the Placentia 
Founders Society. 

“It is historically significant in 
spite of the architectural rami- 
fications and it is interesting 
architecturally,’’ he added. 

‘*I think there are two reasons why 
the building is significant in 
projecting the history of the person 
who lived there. It’s a perfect 
example of a prosperous turn-of-the- 
century ranch home. It is pretty neat 
to preserve that for Orange County 
because it is a part of the history and 
there are not that many of them left. 

‘This is a very good one,”’ Lassen 
continued. ‘‘It’s imposing. It’s 
grand. It sits in that grove. 
Unfortunately the shopping center is 
awfully close to it but I think that can 
be handled. 

‘*It (the house) is Victorian. This is

probably Queen Anne  (arch- 
itecture). It's hard to say what 
motivated the people who designed 
it. It’s not a highly ornate house. It’s 
sort of typical of a lot of Orange 
County homes of that period. 

‘‘The verandah of the house was 
unique and we think it should be 
preserved and enhanced. One of the 
suggestions we are making is that 
the verandah should be continuous 
around the front and side of the 
building. I think it would help a lot to 
do some refinements. Standing back 
and looking at the house right now it 
is kind of bulky and heavy and just 
sits there.”’ 

Lassen said he also was impressed 
with the use of shingles on the 
heritage home. ‘I haven't seen 
anything quite that bold on the 
houses out here before. Any kind of 
restoration work you do’ should 
be tied strongly into the garden. 

‘*You should do some fire safety 
and security. When I was there I saw 


two little kids playing with matches 

right outside the building.” 
Lassen also strongly urged the 
Founders Society members to seek 
to place the Bradford House on the 
National Registry of Historic Places. 
‘Historical preservation in 
Orange County has not been that 
flourishing but it’s making some 
progress,’’ Lassen related. Unfort- 
unately in Orange County there are 
only 11 structures that are listed on 
the National Registry (One is the 
George Key Ranch in Placentia). Los 
Angeles and San Diego counties 
have four or five times that many. 
Lassen told about one Victorian 
home ‘‘that was absolutely spec- 
tacular’’ and it was demolished. 
‘But I haven’t seen that kind of 
thing happen recently. It still takes a 
heck of an effort. The trend is a little 

bit more on preservation.”’ 
Lassen reported that the state 
government is looking into an

Homeowner Confused 


By Public 


Jesus Sandoval speaks only 
Spanish. 

This is not unusual because the 
country from which he _ had 
emigrated uses Spanish as its daily 
language. 


Despite_this limitation, Sandoval 
has managed to enter the United 
States, secure a job, and finding 
rentals non existent, has bought a 
home for himself, his wife and their 
children. 

In fact, he bought two homes. It is 
the modest second house on the back 
of the lot which has caused his 
problems. 

Ironically, Sandoval bought his 
houses at a time when Placentia had 
a local law requiring an inspection 
along with the sale of a house. 

Written in English, of course, is 
the Report of Building Records from 
the city of Placentia which states 
that based on city records and an 
on-site inspection that these homes 
have no apparent noncomplying 
items. 

Victor Newton, Chief Building 
Official for Placentia, says the 
inspection report ‘‘isn’t worth the 
paper it’s written on.” 

Newton explains that the 
inspection was made before he 
joined the department and that, in 
his opinion, such inspections were 
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ILLEGAL ENTRY is claimed by homeowner Jesus Sandoval, standing at the 
door of a small house he owns and rents on the back of his property, This 
building was inspected recently by city and county personnel, apparently at 


the request of a county agency. 


not properly done. He states that the 
inspection was made only from the 
outside of the building. However, he 
offers nothing in writing to prove his 
point. 

Other principals in the transaction 
including realtor Peter Laborde say 
that the inspection was properly 
conducted inside and outside the 
buildings.

Reportedly, Social Services at 
county level, ordered an inspection 
of the premises.

City officials have put more than 
300 beds, used by firemen when 
they worked shifts of 24 hours on 
duty and 48 hours off, up for sale to 
the highest bidder. 

Robert Kipp, city manager, said 
he knows of no other major 
American city that is using the 
shorter. shift approach to fire 
protection. Some cities have given it 
short trials but dropped it for various 


reasons. City officials said the 
innovative plan has generated 
inquiries from more than 


50 other cities, most of them seeking 
information on the controversial 
8-hour shift schedule. 

Eight-hour shifts were used by the 


Placentia department from May 
1973 until December 1975, when 
that city contracted for fire 


protection from Orange County. 

Edwin T. Powell, city administra- 
tor of Placentia, isa supporter of the 
8-hour shift concept. 

‘*I'm tickled to death that Kansas 
City is embarking on the 8-hour 
shift,’’ said Powell. ‘‘] am convinced 
that this is the way to go.” 

Powell said the §8-hour shift 
enabled the Placentia fire depart- 
ment to conduct door-to-door 
residential inspections, something it 
hadn't done previously. 

Kansas City Mayor Charles B. 
Wheeler, a vocal advocate of the 
plan, has expressed confidence that 
it will work. 

‘It's a trial-and-error, innovative 
program,’’ Wheeler said. *‘There 
will be some adjustments as we go 
along, but we're prepared to make 


them.”’

“tt then would supersede local 
code on historic structures. [tis not 
meant to eliminate the need for fire 
safety and afl those kinds of things 
but it gives its own authority to the 
building department.” 

Lassen related also that there are 
now “‘more than any time I can 
remember grants available for 
historic places from the federal 
government. 

The architect explained that not 
everything he is asked to assess in 
the line of historic places, receives 
his seal of approval. 

He recently looked at a bridge 
across the Back Bay in Newport 
Beach which reportedly was ‘“‘the 
last remaining timber trestle in a 
marine environment with a re- 
movable bridge span." He said that 
he had not recommended that the 
bridge be saved.
